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Plan to crack down on rogue 
traders during Olympics

A CRACKDOWN is being 
planned to combat rogue 
traders and advertisers who 
try to grab Olympic busi¬ 
ness from Weymouth and 
Portland traders. 

Guidance was given to 


local businesses on what 
advertising they could dis¬ 
play and how they could 
trade during the 2012 
Games when a special 
meeting was held at Wey¬ 
mouth Pavilion Ocean Room. 


Weymouth and Portland 
2012 head of operations 
Simon Williams gave ad¬ 
vice on Government regula¬ 
tions he said were not just 
aimed at helping local busi¬ 
nesses but at protecting 
them from rogue traders try¬ 
ing to cash in by associating 
a product or brand with the 
Games. 

He added: “Some traders 
may need to apply for addi¬ 
tional licences and may 
have to meet additional re¬ 
quirements if they are en¬ 
gaged in open air trading or 
if they want additional ad¬ 
vertising in 2012. 

“But these regulations 
will also help protect them 
and the Olympic and Para¬ 


lympic Games from “am¬ 
bush marketing” while also 
keeping litter and conges¬ 
tion in key spectator areas 
to a minimum. 

“These regulations will 
only be in force during the 
Games from July 28th, 
2012-August 12th, 2012, 
and from August 31st, 
2012-September 7th, 
2012.” 

Councillor John 

Birtwistle critcised the ap¬ 
proach of the meeting and 
said traders’ real concerns 
weren’t being addressed. 
They weren’t interested in 
“rules and regulations”, he 
said, but in whether they 
would be allowed to trade 
normally during the 
Games. 

He added: “These people 
are trying to make a living. 
They are not remotely in¬ 
terested in ambush adver¬ 
tising. They only want to 
know can they trade as nor¬ 
mal, will their deliveries ar¬ 
rive on time and how will 
they get there.” 

But Mr Williams stressed 
the evening was about “ad¬ 
vertising and street trading” 
while Councillor Peter Far¬ 
rell said pedlars could be 
“the devil’s own job to reg¬ 
ulate”. 

He added that regulations 
should not adversely im¬ 
pact on local businesses but 
on traders who turned up 
unregulated and who, with¬ 
out control, would affect 
local businesses. 

Mr Farrell also said that 
advertising guidance was 
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needed. A business adver¬ 
tising itself in the usual way 
was fine “but if it advertises 
itself as an Olympic restau¬ 
rant visited by Olympic 
athletes they (Olympic au¬ 
thorities) will come down 
on you like a ton of bricks”. 

Among regulations is a 
ban on vehicles operating 
or parking mainly for the 
purpose of advertising and 
on people deliberately 
wearing branded clothing 
as part of an ambush mar¬ 
keting campaign. Buskers, 
street traders and pedlars 
will need authorisation to 
operate in any regulated 


Olympic or Paralympic 
zone. 

Loraine Godwin of Shel¬ 
ley’s Restaurant and the 
Richmoor Hotel said: “I 
think it is good that rogue 
traders are being cracked 
down on. 

“Most of the rules are to 
protect local businesses and 
the reputation of the 
Olympics and sponsors and 
I don’t have a problem with 
this as long as our busi¬ 
nesses can run normally in 
tandem with that.” 

Mr Williams said that fur¬ 
ther information would be 
provided for traders about 
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traffic, parking, deliveries phased at a presentation to 
and how they will be be arranged in July. 
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■ HAVING been elected to Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil in the May elections and given the chairmanship 
of its most influential committee soon after, Mark 
Gage is already setting out his plans for the future 
of the town. 

Born and bred in West London, Mark spent over 
20 years working in IT and Broadcast Engineering, 
mainly with BBC News, travelling the country to 
provide technical support to journalists, sparking 
an interest in current affairs and a "healthy dis¬ 
trust" of politicians. 

In 2003, Mark moved to Lyme Regis with his wife 
Alison and their two children. He now works advis¬ 
ing companies how to reduce their utility costs and 
carbon footprints. 

As a member of the local lifeboat crew, Mark has 
an interest in all things boating, as well as motor¬ 
biking. 


■ WHAT brought you to Lyme Regis? 

Alison and I were keen to get away from the breakneck 
pace of living in London, and to find somewhere with a 
better quality of life in which to bring up our children. We 
had visited Lyme on many occasions and had really fallen 
in love with it, so when we had the chance to look for 
somewhere, Lyme just seemed the natural choice. Although 
it was a big change for us, from the beginning it felt like 
home. 

■ WHAT prompted you to put yourself forward as a 
councillor in the May elections? 

My son was involved in the action group formed to save 
The Boys Club (The Hub), and talked me into getting in¬ 
volved, and it just sort of grew from there. I’m a great be¬ 
liever that you get the community you deserve, and that it’s 
not enough to just to sit around talking about how you want 
to see things get better - sometimes you have to put the 
time in. Lyme is such a wonderful place to live, but it won’t 
stay that way without a strong community helping to pro¬ 
tect all that is good about it. 

■ IN your election address you said you had previous 
experience as a councillor. Where was this? 

I was a councillor in the London Borough of Hillingdon 
for eight years, specialising in Planning and Economic De¬ 
velopment. Being a councillor in Hillingdon was very dif¬ 
ferent - there were a total of 64 councillors and the ward I 
represented had over 10,000 people in it, almost three times 
the population of Lyme. Some things were similar, though, 
like the wide range of incomes and social backgrounds. 

■ IN your vision for the town council, you gave a com¬ 
mitment to young people that you will deliver the 
long-awaited skatepark. How do you plan to do so? 



We have a site identified and a commitment from the dis¬ 
trict council to work with us to develop a park there. The 
next steps must be to work with the young people to agree 
a design and to apply for planning permission. What is 
clear is that we will not be able to do it all in one go; we 
will have to phase its development and proceed as funding 
allows. The young people of the town have waited too long 
for this, and I don’t want to see them wait any longer now 
than is absolutely necessary. I hope it should be possible 
to see the first phase started within the next 12 months. 
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■ YOU are very involved with the lifeboat station at 
Lyme Regis. Do you think the lifeboat service should 
be financed from the public purse, as are the other 
emergency services in this country, or is it better off 
being a charitable organisation? 

It’s been a true honour to be part of the crew at Lyme Regis 
and something I would never have dreamt possible before 
moving to Lyme. The RNLI is a unique organisation and 
one of its key strengths is that it is made up of volunteers. 
So the simple answer is no, it would be very difficult to 
continue this volunteer ethos if it became a government 
funded service. 

■ IF you could wave a magic wand, what would be 
your biggest wish for Lyme? 

I’d like to find a way for improving the opportunities for 
our young people. We need to drive the local economy to 
provide more high value jobs and to improve the availabil¬ 
ity of affordable housing for them. And if I could have a 
second go, it would be to reduce the number of seagulls! 

■ IF you could invite three great seafarers to dinner, 
who would they be and why? 

Captain Cook - it must have been fantastic mapping whole 
continents for the first time, Sir Francis Chichester -1 re¬ 
member following his progress as he became the first per¬ 
son to single handedly circumnavigate the globe and I’d 
like to find out how he managed all that time on his own, 
and finally, it would have to be a character from fiction, 
Long John Silver. He’s always suffered from a bad press, 
and I bet he would lighten the mood! 

■ HOW would you like to be remembered on your 
epitaph? 

He had an open and enquiring mind, didn’t hold grudges 
and smiled a lot. If you are asking what I would like on 
my grave stone, I would have to borrow from the late, great 
Spike Milligan and have “I told you I was ill”!

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Plans on show for 53-metre tower

I PANORAMIC VIEWS: How the tower could look 



P LANS have gone on public show for the first 
time detailing a £3 million scheme to build a 
giant viewing tower near Weymouth Pavilion. 
The 53-metre (174 feet) tower, which is taller than 
Nelson's Column, is the brainchild of Merlin Entertain¬ 
ment which runs Weymouth Sea Life Park, the na¬ 
tional chain of Sea Life Centres, Madame Tussauds 
and Legoland. 

If planners grant the scheme permission the tower 
could be open to visitors by July 2012 ahead of the 
Olympic Games. 

Architect Kevin Howe explained that visitors to the 
Tower will enter a circular viewing capsule which will 
rise up the tower, rotating as it goes to afford passen¬ 
gers a spectacular 360-degree view of the Jurassic 
Coast for up to 25 miles. 

He said: "The Olympics were clearly one generator 
for the tower but Merlin also wanted to build on its 
strong local presence and relationship with Wey¬ 
mouth. 

"Merlin actually owns and operates the London Eye 
and also operates Blackpool Tower, so the concept of 
a tower is not new although it would be a first for this 
part of the country." 

Visitors to the exhibition of tower plans at the Hotel 
Prince Regent, Weymouth, generally supported the 
scheme which they thought"bold","adventurous"and 
potentially a huge asset for promoting the town dur¬ 
ing and after the Olympics. 

Mr Howe said the tower would be built in Switzer¬ 
land and assembled piece by piece on site in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

He said: "If planning permission is granted in July 
then Merlin will order the tower in August, site work 
would start in October and tower assembly would 
start in spring 2012 for completion by the end of May 
2012 to allow a month of commissioning and staff 
training." 

Weymouth Sea Life Park manager Craig Dunkerley 
said: "The tower could generate up to 30 new jobs 
and is the most exciting new project Dorset has seen 
for years. 

"The opportunity to work on this project and deliver 
something new for the town is wonderful. 

"It will bean iconic structure which hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of people will see and remember through 
Olympic television coverage and it will be of incalcu¬ 
lable benefit for Weymouth and Portland for many 
years to come."

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Weymouth Wetlands' rare 
birds survive harsh winter

ONE of RSPB Weymouth Wetlands’ most iconic and 
best-loved little residents is showing signs of recovery 
after surviving two damaging winters. 

Numbers of bearded tits at the Radipole Lake nature re¬ 
serves fell dramatically in the freezing weather and it was 
feared that the entire breeding population had been lost. 

But a number of young “beardies” have now been spot¬ 
ted and photographed, and the pictures posted on the 
Weymouth Wetlands blog. 

Weymouth Wetlands information officer Luke Phillips, 
who took the photos said: “It’s early days yet but this is 
certainly a glimmer of hope that these birds will recover. 

“Bearded tits are rare in England with a breeding pop¬ 
ulation of around 500 pairs. 

“They’re entirely dependent on the type of large 
reedbeds that we have here and Weymouth Wetlands is 
home to around half the whole Dorset population and a 
good percentage of the breeding birds in the South West. 

“So it’s been sad having to tell visitors, many of whom 
come from far and wide specifically to see “beardies” that 
there aren’t many about this year.” 

Misnamed on both counts, bearded tits are more closely 
related to babblers and the parrotbills of Asia than tits, 
being brightly coloured little birds with long tails. Both 
male and female are a light orangey brown with black

and white wing stripes but the male has a striking blue- 
grey head and what looks like a big black drooping mous¬ 
tache rather than a beard. 

They’re often heard before they’re seen, with their ex¬ 
cited, metallic pinging call usually the first sign of their 
presence. They are remarkable birds, varying their diet 
from insects in the summer to seeds in the winter and reed 
seeds are a particular favourite but, as with all small birds, 
they suffer in very cold weather. 

Severe winters in the middle of the last century almost 
wiped out the whole of the UK’s population. The few 
pairs that remained were bolstered by migrants from the 
continent and spread across the country. In 1967, the first 
birds bred in Dorset at Radipole Lake. 

Luke added: “It may take years for bearded tit numbers 
here to recover to pre-2009-2010 winter levels of about 
a dozen breeding pairs but we’re doing all we can to help 
the process along. 

“The extensive restoration of Weymouth Wetlands over 
the last two years is certainly providing better quality wet 
reedbed and ditch edges for them to forage and feed in as 
well as retaining the drier areas that they like for breed¬ 
ing. Our ongoing survey work will monitor their progress 
and numbers closely.”

Bird lovers invited to visit terns 



BIRD lovers are being in¬ 
vited to the enjoy the sights 
and sounds of one of the 
South West's largest 
colonies of breeding com¬ 
mon terns. 

July visitors to the RSPB's 
Weymouth Wetlands re¬ 
serve at Lodmoor will have 
an exciting if noisy time as 
young terns of different 
ages, from fluffy little chicks 
to tumbling teenagers try¬ 
ing their wings, compete 
for their parents'attention and food. 

RSPB staff and volunteers will be at the viewing shel¬ 
ter off the Preston Road every weekend during July 
from 1pm to 3pm to welcome visitors and tell them 
more about the terns and their antics. 

It promises to be an even bigger spectacle than usual 
as nest numbers on the specially provided tern islands 
are up from 55 last year to nearly 80 pairs this year. The 
colony started in the late 1990s with about six pairs. 

Wetlands information officer Luke Phillips said: "The 
birds have been sat on eggs for a while nowand by July 
the colony will be buzzing with the birds constantly 
calling to each other or screaming at their neighbours 
and frantically fishing and feeding. 

"There'll be a stream of them flying out over Wey¬ 
mouth Bay or hovering and plunge-diving into the la¬ 
goon, often from a height of several metres, coming up 
again in a shower of water droplets with a small fish in 


their bills. 

"They're known as 'sea swallows' because they are 
beautiful birds to watch, with long sweeping wings, 
long tail feathers streaming behind and a graceful, bob¬ 
bing flight. 

"We're very lucky that they've chosen to breed right 
on the edge of our town, allowing us to watch the 
whole exciting spectacle from the viewing shelter and 
all within a few metres of the seafront on the Preston 
Road." 

Why numbers are up so much this year isn't known 
but Luke said: "It's possibly something to do with their 
favourite food, sand eels, in Weymouth Bay. We'd be in¬ 
terested in hearing from local fishermen as to why they 
think there are more sand eels around this year." 

Common terns, which only weigh six ounces, are sum¬ 
mer visitors who make an extraordinary 10,000km 
round trip, usually arriving mid-April and leaving to re¬ 
turn to southern and western Africa in August.

Wessex Water replaces ageing Victorian sewers 


AGEING sewers have been replaced and old water mains renewed 
across Dorset during the first year of Wessex Water’s £1 billion invest¬ 
ment programme to further improve services. 

The work involved sewers that have served homes in Dorset since the 
Victorian era. 

Roads and homes have been protected from disturbance during sewer 
renovation work thanks to innovative key hole repair techniques which 
enabled engineers to complete most projects without excavations. 

A scheme was recently completed using this technique in Portland 
where a liner was fitted into a crumbling Victorian pipe through man¬ 
holes to provide structural support which will prevent it from collapsing. 
The work solved a spectrum of problems including multiple fractures 
and holes in just two and a half days. 

In Weymouth £8 million was spent improving water supplies and sew¬ 
erage infrastructure including renovating ageing water mains, sewers, 
pumping stations and improvement treatment processes. 


Company annual results showed Wessex also provided the highest lev¬ 
els of service in the industry and remained the industry’s customer sat¬ 
isfaction leader in Ofwat’s new league table. 

One of the coldest winters for many years saw the number of water 
main bursts treble, but Wessex still cut leakage and met a challenging 
target set by the industry regulator. 

Chairman Colin Skellett praised his workers’ customer service and 
dedication and said: “Our staff and contractors worked for lengthy pe¬ 
riods in demanding conditions to ensure that bursts and leaks were iden¬ 
tified and repaired as quickly as possible.” 

He added that Wessex efficiency meant customers’ bills were £21 or 
five per cent lower in 2010-11 than they otherwise would have been. 

Work is also underway on a major project that would improve security 
of supply to customers and meet demand for water over the next 25 
years.

Justin case you don't know 

JUST in case there is anyone who doesn’t know, the 
Olympic sailing events are coming to Weymouth and 
Portland. 

This is a twin-edged sword because with fame comes 
focus. Fame boosts our local profile, attracts massive 
Government investment and leads to a huge programme 
of improvements. 

But with fame comes focus and Weymouth and Portland 
may not like the way it is rapidly becoming viewed on 
breakfast tables across the world. 

Take America for instance, a supporter, a friend and an 
important source of tourism for this country including 
Dorset. 

But the American branch of respected news agency 
Reuters recently ran a feature on Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. .. and it didn’t concentrate on soft subjects such as 
sailing and how beautiful the Jurassic Coast is. 

Instead it looked at issues that Olympic and council 
bosses would rather they hadn’t talked about, specifically 
the roadworks chaos and how, in some people’s opinion, 
Weymouth risked becoming a ghost town after the 
Olympics. 

That remains to be seen, but crystal clear beyond any 
doubt is that the world’s communication organisations, 
whether papers, television or the Internet, will have a 
powerful influence on just what sort of legacy Weymouth 
and Portland reaps. 

The borough will definitely need to increase its work 
on image because, as has been said, “perception isn’t 
everything but it sure is convincing”. 


Yachts pouring into Weymouth... 
and it's still more than a year to go 


YACHTS are pouring in to Weymouth 
to entertain passers by with their an¬ 
tics in a cabaret apparently known as 
“mooring”. 

An appreciative crowd gathered the 
other evening to watch this entertain¬ 
ment which began with one young 
man nimbly hopping across the stems 
of three yachts moored together only 
to stumble and nearly plunge into the 
harbor. 


He was just saved by a swift grab at 
a rope followed by some sort of face¬ 
saving comment about one of the craft 
not being tied up tightly.

There are carved stone figures and or¬ 
nate stonework, lovely tiling, dates, 
weird and delicately shaped window 
structures and a number of unusual 
mechanisms attached to walls whose 
use can only be guessed at. 

Ghost tours and smugglers tours are 
already held in Weymouth and I’m sure 
it’s only a matter of time before some 
enterprising person adds a historical 
guide to the rooftops of Weymouth to 
the town’s list of attractions. 


Long distance 
skateboarders 

SKATEBOARDERS love their pastime so 
much that many are prepared to travel dis¬ 
tance to get to a skate park. 

But it now appears that some may be 
willing to travel distance to avoid certain 
facilities. 

I'm told that some Weymouth skate¬

T he South West Region Pistol Squad aims to develop our future Champions by feeding talented shooters into the Team 
England National Pistol Squad and Team GB Pistol Squad. 

Over the past 7-months our dedicated team of volunteers have been preparing the ground for the arrival of athletes. This has 
been a period of personal development and strategic planning; with most recently the appointment of a Regional Pistol Squad 
Manager. Alongside the Regional Squad we are establishing Development Squads across the Region, the first of these is at 
Plymouth College. 

For our training, we are fortunate to have the use of the Target Sports Centre, Charmouth, Dorset; which currently has two 
ranges housed in an all weather structure that used to be the A35 road tunnel before the Charmouth bypass was constructed. 

There is a cafe, training room and gunsmiths on site. In the New Tear two new 10om ranges will be available for use, one of 
which will be formatted for competition, making it ideal for training. 

This facility is made available by the generosity of the owner Richard Clist who is also a key member of our coaching team. We 
are also grateful to RUAG for sponsorship with RWS ammunition. 

SWRPS has six coaches, one of who is an ISSF Judge and all are experienced and successful shooting competitors with NSRA 

coaching qualifications. 

All of the hard work culminated in the Squad’s first training weekend on 2i st -22 nd May. Thirteen athletes signed up to join 
SWRPS, comprising juniors and seniors from different walks of life and shooting experience. Nonetheless, all of our Squad share 
a common ambition to compete at the highest levels. 

SWRPS is a training academy and as such is a transit camp between club level competition and Team England. We believe that 
an athlete’s motivation, ambition and willingness to learn are more important than their current ability when they join the Squad. 
One of our athletes, Simon Gibbard, began training in January following a 13-year break from pistol shooting. Simon has worked 
hard and entered his first competition at the BPC meeting in April achieving 4th place with a score of 547 ex 600 in precision 
Air Pistol and 4th place in the 25m Rapid Fire event. He is applying to join the British Pistol Club having achieved a qualifying 
score at his first competition and we will be introducing him to Tom Redhead, National Coach, as a rising star. Andy Coleman, 
another of our athletes achieved a 1st place and Gold medal at the recent Okehampton meeting with a score of 512 ex 600. 
Another success came with a junior pistol shooter, Mollie Hansford, who is being trained by a SWRPS Coach, when she recently 
won her Pony Club Tetrathlon event with a Personal Best. 

At this first weekend, we focused on the precision pistol 
technique and the Squad were provided with a training plan, 
which is a composite of ideas from Lanny Bassham, Tom Redhead and 
the NSRA. We coached them in the Workcycle for precision pistol shooting developed by Tom Redhead and used with the 
Team England National Squad and now published in the new NSRA Pistol Instructors Manual. They worked hard over the 
two-days and all of the Squad showed improvements in their performances and finished the weekend refreshed and inspired. 

SWRPS is a Training Academy and as such we are working with our athletes to develop and hone their skills in preparation for 
them trying out for Team England. One of the routes they 
the delight of our athletes. 

On the Sunday, we were joined by the first of our experts who taught the Squad the benefits of nutrition for improving 
performance as well as general health and well being. Our other experts include a Physical Fitness Trainer, Sports Masseur and 
Optometrist; all of whom will be invited to deliver learning at future training weekends.

I f you are a cleaner or an employer employing a cleaner you Two cases were brought to the Health and Safety Executive's at- 
1 would do well to pay attention to this article because it could tention to demonstrate this issue well, 
save you from being sued. One company were found to have a cleaner who was using fairy 

liquid to clean a floor simply because it was inconvenient for the 
cleaner to use the proper cleaning product which was located else¬ 
where in the building. Hence people were slipping at a very alarm¬ 
ing rate. This danger was then remedied by storing the right 
product on each floor in the building so the cleaner was able to ac¬ 
cess the proper product when required. 

Another Fast Food Company who was indeed very proactive re¬ 
garding cleaning and Health and Safety matters were found to have 
caused the exact opposite result they had hoped to have achieved. 
This was because they mopped up a spillage about the size of a 
fifty-pence piece along with the surrounding area and then rung 
the mop out and mop dried the areas again. A test was carried out 
and it was found that the dry mopped area took seven minutes to 
dry during which the floor was still very slippery. A paper towel 
would have sufficed in this instance and would have eliminated the 
danger. 

Cleaners and companies that employ cleaners need to realise that 
they have a duty of care to anyone who could be reasonably viewed 
to be affected by their actions, whether it be work colleagues, cus¬ 
tomers, contract workers, delivery and postal workers or others. 
Cleaners who are employed should realise that they can be found 
personally liable under Tort law for breach of a duty of care, even if 
it is more likely that the company they work for will be liable under 
the rules of vicarious liability. Anyone involved in cleaning work (ei¬ 
ther directly or indirectly) whether you are an employee, supervisor, 
manager, or contract cleaner need to realise the potential legal is¬ 
sues regarding their actions. If in any doubt as to whether a hazard 
exists, those responsible must take reasonable steps such as: using 
warning signs, notifying line managers, or even if just a verbal com¬ 
munication to anyone who could be affected by a potential risk 
such as work colleagues or customers. If you have any doubts 
please contact the Health and Safety Executive for further guidance.

Something French 
to launch debut 


HAVING made a name for themselves around the area's pubs and clubs over 
the last few months, local three-piece Something French are readying the 
release of their debut CD, Runaway. 

The band's line-up was finalised in March and they checked into Broad¬ 
water Studios, near Exeter, for their first recording sessions last month. 

The resulting effort - an EP - boasts three originals and a surprise cover, 
rave anthem 'Pretty Green Eyes; popularised by Ultrabeat in 2003. Well, it 
might not be that much of a surprise for those that have seen the band play 
live - they've got a habit of adding some rock finesse to the odd pop gem. 
But happy hardcore? Stripped down and re-imagined, the song becomes a 
catchy guitar ditty that fits in perfectly with the other material on offer here. 

But it's the originals most people will be taken with, and the three such 
compositions on show here hint at many of the band's influences. There's 
no doubt that Britpop was the guiding light for the three guys in the band, 
but so too grunge and even upbeat ska. 

This opening gambit begins with 
some gentle, chiming guitars before picking up a headwind and turning 
into a blistering rocker. 

'In My Head'sees lead singer Rory Holmes Brocken channelling the nasally 
vocals of Green Day's Billie Joe Armstrong. It's an all out thumper of a tune 
that might even owe a little to Reel Big Fish party piece'Beer'. 

Title track'Runaway' is up next. For me it's the strongest track; with jarring 
guitars and Rob Larcombe’s infec¬ 
tious bass line, Ben Gooding's in¬ 
dustrial strength drums only make 
the tune even better. If the band 
had opted to go with a single in¬ 
stead of an EP, this would undoubt¬ 
edly have been track one. 

All in all a great introduction to a 
band clearly gagging to get back 
into the studio to lay down an ever 
increasing bag of original material. 

The band launch the EP with a 
gig at The Royal Standard, Lyme 
Regis this Saturday (June 25th).

When Sara 
Teasdale took her own life in 1933, one of her 
friends and admirers, the Ohio writer Minnie 
Hite Moody (1900-1993), wrote this. 

IN MEMORY OF SARA TEASDALE 

"All that was mind shall have been put to sleep,” 
You said, and so it is. Sleep doubly well. 

Let the heart find a refuge still and deep 
In sweeter places than the tongue can tell; 
Even your golden tongue, whose song shall never 
Be less than music on the morning air, 

Or wings upon the summer wind forever, 

Or wistful laughter blown from anywhere... 

"AH that was mortal shall be burned away,"

Or did you know that pain and transient breath

Eyes that love you, arms that hold, 

And for your spirit's still delight,

Buy it and never count the cost; 

For one white singing hour of peace 
Count many a year of strife well lost, 

And for a breath of ecstasy 
Give all you have been, or could be.

New Hardy Players perform Tess of the D'Urbervilles 


THE New Hardy Players' production of "Tess of the 
D'Urbervilles" marks the 120th anniversary of the publica¬ 
tion of the novel. 

Since 2005 the New Hardy Players, based in Dorchester, 
have adapted and performed four ofThomas Hardy's major 
novels, two of his short stories and a play about his life. 

Their latest production, which will be their seventh, was 
especially requested by the group's president, Mrs Norrie 
Woodhall (nee Bugler), who performed in the 1924 produc¬ 
tion with the original Hardy Players. 

Mrs Woodhall, now 105, was directed by Hardy herself and 
instigated the new group in 2004 to perform for her 100th 
birthday. 

The tragedy "Tess of the D'Urbervilles", written in 1891, fol¬ 
lows the ancient Dorset D'Urberville family, which has fallen 
into poverty, and their daughter Tess, played by Emma Hill 
from Puddletown, who is sent out to find employment and 
recognition with an aristocratic namesake. Good and bad 
suitors change Tess'life, which follows a complicated and 
tragic path. 

Beaminster, called Emminster in Hardy's novels, features 
in the story, as well as Bridport, named Port Bredy, where 


Tess moves to take up employment on a farm after her sep¬ 
aration from her husband of just a few hours. 

This adaption of the novel has been directed by New 
Hardy Players member Devina Symes. She and several other 
members appeared in the recently released film "From Tim 
to Time", directed by Dorset based Lord Julian Fellowes and 
starring Dame Maggie Smith and Timothy Spall. 

A strong cast brings this 2011 adaption of Hardy's novel to 
life, with authentic costumes and some good Dorset accents 
and phrases, along with music of the period.

T his is the second 
time I've visited 
the Bridge 
House. Each time was 
met with interest and 
raised eyebrows from 
colleagues and friends, 
such is the reputation 
forming around the 
Beaminster Brasserie - 
the restaurant nestled 
within the 700 year- 
old hotel. A reputation 
bolstered in recent 
days with it receiving a 


second AA rosette. 

Each time a visit to 
their website and a re¬ 
view of its menu ex¬ 
cites the palette and 
culinary curiosity. Par¬ 
ticular highlights of 
the fine dining menu 
at the time included 
snails quiche Lorraine; 
squid ink risotto; five 
spiced duck. Lyme Bay 
crab and tiger prawn 
ravioli; home smoked 
venison and Lyme Bay

Lobster; pressed wild 
rabbit rillette. 

Fine dining at this 
standard is always 
more of an event - 
wondering how the 
Michelin trained chefs 
imaginative dishes will 
sate the senses. The 
only problem with the 
menu is choosing just 
one plate per course. 

On arrival Lucy and I 
are shown through to 
the public rooms and 
take the weight off our 
feet on animal skin 
draped chairs. Recent 
refurbishment has 
made the lounge 
room quaint and relax¬ 
ing, like that of a coun¬ 
try home. We are 
handed the dinner 
menu and shortly after 
a glass of crisp and re¬ 
freshing chardon- 
nay, a perfect ~ 
tonic to the heat ^ 
of the summer 
as we make our¬ 
selves cosy. 


Shortly after order¬ 
ing the waitress sur¬ 
prises us with two 
Hors d'oeuvre each. I 
am pleasantly sur¬ 
prised with firstly with 
the delicate flavour of 
the goat's cheese then 
the crisp texture from 
the fried crab balls 
with chilli sauce. 

The waitress then re¬ 
turns to lead us to the 
Georgian panelled 
Dining Room and sits 
us at a table with 
starched, white table¬ 
cloths and napkins. We 
nibble on the delicious 
homemade bread and 
wait anxiously in the 
contemporary and 
luxurious room for our 
starters. 

My Carpaccio of yel¬ 
low fin tuna is the very 
essence of a summer 
plate, nes¬ 
tled 


in the middle of 
mango and papaya 
cubes, mange tout 
and a coconut milk 
sauce. The chef's eye 
for colour and detail is 
as finely imagined as a 
Monet watercolour. 
The red head is not so 
enamoured by the 
sauce, but tucks in to 
her seafood starter: 
sauteed Lyme Bay 
scallops, crispy squid, 
squid ink risotto, vine 
tomato and hazelnut 
and chive citrus butter. 

This, she assures me 
was the best option. I 
have to agree as I fork 
a selection of scallop 
and butter into my 
mouth. The scallop is 
moist and fleshy and 
the butter compli¬ 
ments it perfectly with 
a crunch of hazel¬ 
nut. The 


risotto is perfectly 
cooked, offering both 
texture and a delicate 
taste of the sea. 

So if the red head's 
starter was the entree 
of choice for us, then 
my main -or Plat Prin¬ 
cipal - of Madras 
crusted loin of lamb, 
scrag Rogan Josh, 
crispy lime and corian¬ 
der sweet bread, 
turmeric, cardamom 
rice and cucumber ri- 
atta was the star turn. 

My plate contained 
THE best Indian food I 
have ever tasted. The 
Rogan Josh's delicate 
mix of herbs was bal¬ 
anced, the lamb ten¬ 
der and as your taste 
buds danced with 
joy heat

and as your taste buds 
danced with joy heat 
from the chillies rose 
upon your palette 
making your face flush 
but not so much as to 
have you lunging for 
the water. The rice, 
more like a risotto, is 
wonderful as is the 
madras lamb. The 
sweet bread, cooked 
in a lime and coriander 
batter, is another sign 
of the head chefs tal¬ 
ent. 

The redhead's Tagli- 
atelle, nage of wild 
mushrooms, broad 
beans and peas, shav¬ 
ings of Parmesan and 
white truffle oil is well 
executed if not a little 
greasy. Everything is 
cooked to perfection, 
but is very much what 
you would expect. 

Despite our sated ap¬ 
petite - a look at the 
Desserts et Fromages 
menu convinces us we 
can still squeeze in a 


little more. 

My strawberry and 
white chocolate 
cheesecake is deli¬ 
ciously creamy and 
bursting with the taste 
of the summer fruit 
and is complimented 
by the space dust 
marshmallow, which 
fizzes on the tongue. 
But it's the raspberry 
lime and pistachio 
mille feuille which re¬ 
ally excites me - 
packed with flavour 
and texture like so 
much of the menu, 
and very moorish.

HEAVY rain on Friday put paid to the majority of 
cricket on Saturday.

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Colfox girls among best in country 


THE INTER and Junior Girls teams continued the out¬ 
standing reputation that The Sir John Colfox School 
have in school's athletics nationally, when both age 
groups produced some top class performances to 
qualify for the next round of the English Schools Cup, 
the largest athletics competition in Europe. 

After a successful day at Millfield, the Inter Girls are 
ranked as the 24th best in the country, whilst the 
Junior Girls are 82nd best in their age group. 

The Inter Girls exceeded all expectations by quali¬ 
fying for the South West Regional A final for the first 
time. They achieved their highest points score ever, 
and finished up with the 7th highest team total in 
the South West of England.To put this in perspective, 
395 schools across the country entered an Inter girls 
team. 

The Junior Girls qualified for Round Two of the Eng¬ 
lish Schools Cup at Bournemouth after an impressive 
performance at Millfield. 

This year a total of 425 schools entered a junior girls 
team, so to finish 14th ranked in SW England (82nd 
in the country) is a fantastic achievement, particulaly 
when you consider this was the first athletics event 
for many of the team, and most have only been 
training for their event for four weeks. 

Stand out performance of the day was Lucie Fry 
who achieved 18 points in the hurdles and a whop¬ 
ping 24 points in the discus.

Tiger Breeze puts record straight

HAVING failed to continue Bob Buckler's 
record of every horse this season having 
been placed in the first three when he fin¬ 
ished sixth at Fontwell two weeks ago, 
Tiger Breeze made amends by finishing 
third in a much better run at Ffos Las last 
week. 

The five-year-old achieved his first top 
three finish in nine runs in what was a 
quite competitive novice chase. 

At Fontwell over 2'A miles he was 
prominent throughout the early part of 
the race and led from approaching the 
sixth fence until three from home, but 
when the field accelerated he tailed off to 
finish a distant sixth. 

New tactics were employed at the 
Welsh course in the Play Mecca Bingo On 
Your iPhone Novices' Hurdle over two 
miles where Buckler decided to hold him 
up, and although he was unable to over¬ 
come the first two, he galloped on to se¬ 
cure third place fairly easily. 

Head lad Giles Scott explained. "He is 
very headstrong and at Fontwell didn't 
settle well in front. 

"As a consequence when it came to the 
finish he was tiring as he barely gets two 
miles, and couldn't make any impression 
on the leaders. 

"At Ffos Las we decided to hold him up 
in the pack and once again did pull hard 
and Nathan (Sweeney) struggled to settle 
him. However he kept galloping to the 
finish and did much better. 

"The winner was rated at something like 
131 so it was quite competitive, but he 
jumped well and beat a couple of nice 
horses. 

"The object is to try to get him to settle 
early on and hold him up and to come 


with one run at the end." 

He is scheduled to return to Ffos Las to¬ 
morrow (Thursday) along with Culahill, 
to see if there is improvement. 

Culahill made it 11 out of 12 top three 
finishes when he claimed an excellent 
second behind Montana Gold at the same 
meeting. 

Sweeney brought the nine-year-old to 
challenge the leader four fences from 
home and they battled it out neck and 
neck until after the final fence where the 
Buckler horse finally gave way under a 
stone more weight and went down by 1 % 
lengths. 

"He ran a cracking race," said Scott. "He 
was beaten by a horse that went point-to- 
pointing a year ago having had a good 
run of success over national hunt rules. 

"He's come back with a low handicap 
which gave him a great advantage over 
Culahill. 

"He jumped well and and ran a great 
race but the weight made a difference, 
particularly in the run-in." 

Mister Matt had run up to his mark at 
Fontwell on the same card as Tiger Breeze 
when finishing third behind two excellent 
horses in the 150% Bonus At 
888sport.com Beginners' Chase over 2'A 
miles. 

"He jumped well again and ran up to his 
mark but was beaten by two good 
horses." 

Fun Guy has been retired from racing. 
The six-year-old made a promising start 
finishing fourth in a bumper at Newton 
Abbot, but apart from another fourth in a 
hurdle race at Taunton last November, he 
has not managed a place in his nine races 
and despite having a throat operation 
was pulled up in his last race because he 
choked. 


Exmoor provides stern test 


LAST Sunday Lyme Regis-born Luke 
Reed travelled to Wimbleball Lake on Ex¬ 
moor to compete in the UK 70.3 Half 
Ironman. 

This race, which is claimed to be the 
toughest of this distance in the world, 
consists of a 1.2 mile lake swim, a 56.4 
mile bike ride - which contains 54 hills 
(5905ft of climbing over the two lap 
course) - and a half-marathon which 
contained 1323ft of climbing over a 
three-lap course. 

Luke completed the race in 5.30.11. 
The splits were: swim - 33.46 / bike - 
3.08.46/Run -1.40.56. 

Afterwards Luke said: "That this is the 
toughest race I've ever done. After put¬ 
ting a lot of effort into the swim and bike 
I really suffered on the run, and was very 
pleased to see the finish line". 

There were 1250 starters in the race, 
Luke finished 118th overall out of 1108. 
finishers.

NEW Weymouth boss Brendon King is settling 
into his new role and looking forward to the 
new challenges ahead. 

After stepping up to the top job two weeks 
ago having been assistant to Martyn Rogers, 
his first task is to assemble a squad based on 
the budget set by the board after it was de¬ 
cided the Terras would reduce their spending 
to live within the means that was available.

At the end of the day I respect his deci¬ 
sion to stay at Dorchester Town and play at the 
highest level possible, and we have shook 
hands on it." 

The Terras' boss was not too concerned that 
he only had six or seven signed on at present, 
and was not going to be rushed into any new 
signings. 

"We only have limited resources and so I need 
to spend the money wisely. We have our eye on 
a number of players and we will attract a lot be¬ 
cause we are still a big club despite the situa¬ 
tion and our facilities are good. 

"We also have a fairly decent and loyal fan 
base and that is also a big factor in player's 
minds, and that is also important to me. 

"I want players that want to wear the Wey¬ 
mouth shirt with pride, and sweat tears for it. If 
they think they are coming for the money and 
a easy time they need to think again."
